E. STONEHAM MILL 
AND HOME BURNED 


Hersey & Allen Property Flat 
After Early Morning Fire— 
Bethel and Norway Called 


A fire of unknown origin, which 
Started in the Hersey & Allen mill 
at East Stoneham, had doomed the 
mill and the nearby dwelling oc- 
cupied by Bernard Allen and fam- 
ily before its discovery about 3 
o'clock Saturday morning, The ma- 
chinery is said to be damaged be- 
yond repair and considerable fin~ 
ished lumber, in boards and hard- 
wood squares, was also destroyed. 
Although some household furnish- 
ings were saved Allen’s loss is es- 
timated at $1,000. The entire loss 
has been set at $17,500 with par- 
tial insurance. 

The nearby buildings of Ervil 
Curtis were threatened and the 
furnishings were removed. The 
fire damage was confined to a cor- 
ner of the barn, 

The fire departments of Bethel 
and Norway were called and ar- 
rived at the same time, Bethel had 
four streams of water on the blaze 
and was vry_ effective in say- 
ing lumber and drenching the 
ruins, thus aiding in preventing 
further damage when the wind 
came up after daylight.
